By a narrow margin of 76 votes, 
Wilmington voters returned Select- 
man Robert Cain to office Saturday. 

Cain barely defeated, by a vote of 1,- 
162 to 1,086, challenger Daniel 
Wandell, Wilmington’s deputy fire 
chief and newcomer to the policital 


scene, 

Wandell has said he may ask for a 
recount. 

Nineteen seventy-nine appeared to 
be the year of the incumbent in 
Wilmington. In the only other two 
contested races, voters opted both 
times for returning candidates. 

School Committee members Linda 
McMenimen and James Demos nailed 
down 1,382 votes and 1,216 votes 
respectively, easily defeating 
challenger Arthur Ryder. 

Ryder, who works for the town’s 
Department of Public Buildings and 
Grounds, pulled 750 votes. 


In the race for Wilmington's 
representative on the Shawsheen Tech 
School Committee, incumbent Frank 
McLean won a nearly 2-1 victory over 
challenger Sidney Kaizer. McLean 
garnered 1,292 votes to Kaizer's 656. 


In the three uncontested races on 
the ballot, Philip Fenton earned a 
two-year School Committee term with 
1,491 votes; Carl Backman was re- 
elected to the Redevelopment 
Authority with 1,678 votes; and John 
Callan was again declared town 
moderator with 1,635 votes. 

Of the town’s 9.272 registered 
voters, only 2,260 went to the polls, a 
showing of 24 per cent. Among them, 
however, was Claire Dickinson of 30 
Deming Way. Mrs. Dickinson who liv- 
ed for years on Grove Avenue, has not 
missed voting in a town election for 
the past 54 years.

Hole in road

Police are checking the surface of 
Route 129 hourly for further damage 
after a large hole opened in the pave- 
ment Monday night. 

The hole, located about 10 feet west 
of the Fred F. Cain Bridge over the 
railroad tracks, measured about five 
feet wide, and equally deep, befo 


was filled on "Tuesday morning. ' “=~ 


‘The road was not closed, but sagg- 
ing is evidenced in the curbstone on 
the opposite side of the street from 
the hole, indicating possible future 
problems. 

‘The hole is the result of soil settling 
from the construction of the town 
sewer line last year under the bridge. 
‘The sewer was installed more than 20 
feet below the surface of the ground. 
Because of the elevation of the bridge, 
the sewer pipe runs some 40 feet 
below the road. 

‘The problem comes from blasting 
conducted during the installation of 
the sewer. While the pipe was being 
"jacked" through from one side of the 
road to the other, large boulders were 
found, which had to be dynamited. 

Soil stabilizers were added to the 
area, said Sterling Morris. In spite of

Lane. Only the former still stands, 
and it is barricaded to allow only 
pedestrian traffic. This leaves the 
Route 129 bridge as the only 
thoroughfare for the West Wilmington 
area.

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Glen Road classes 
to occupy St. Thomas 


The facilities of St. Thomas Church 
are to be used as classroom space for 
the students of the Glen Road School. 
Supt. of Schools Walter Pierce said he 
has a target date of March 14 for the 
move. 

Glen Road students have been 
attending double sessions at the 
Wildwood School since a fire on Feb. 
11 closed the Glen Road School 

Pierce addressed Glen Road 
parents at a public meeting on Tues- 
day evening at the High School 
auditorium. He said that a minimum 
of eight weeks was needed to com- 
plete repairs needed at the Glen Road 
School. In addition to the fire 
damage, the corridor ceiling must 
also be completely replaced because 
of asbestos. 

Some parents expressed concern 
regarding the disruption of education 
experienced by their youngsters dur- 
ing the time since the fire. Of greater 
concern, though, to many parents was 
the possible danger from the asbestos. 

After it was announced that 
materials from the Glen Road School 
would be packed up and moved to St 
Thomas, Gary King raised the ques- 
tion of asbestos dust that would be 
possibly brought with the materials 
Pierce said that testing for the dust 
could be arranged, but that it might 
throw the March 14 target date off. 
He said that it would cost about $750 to 
have. tests for asbestos run on the 
materials, after they were moved, a 
figure he termed minor. 

In later discussion, it was brought 
out that such materials as pencils, 
crayons, and ruler would not be 
transferred from the Glen Road 
School. Only materials that could not 
be easily replaced would be moved 
and re-used 

Other people questioned the 
asbestos levels in the school. One 
woman pointed out that the level 
could vary from one time to another, 
and that the times at which the tests 
had been taken might not have caught 
the condition at its worst. She also 
pointed out that on a scale of one to 
eight, the school was listed as seven, 
eight being the point at which it would 
have been closed for asbestos 
problems. bed 

Pierce tried to reassure the group 
that the asbestos would be safely dealt 
with, but questioning kept returning to 
the subject. 

The superintendent said that three 
areas of St. Thomas would be used, 
the lower church hall, and the two 
levels of Villanova Hall. Pierce 
presented sketches of the layout that 
the classrooms would occupy 

“I'm not an artist. These are not 
drawn to scale. \ In fact, they're aw- 
ful,” Pierce quipped. criticizing his 
sketches. 

Pierce said that the administration 
had looked throughout the town for 
possible sites for the relocation. He 
said they had explored the possibility 
of renting the old Grant's store from 
DeMoulas, only to be told that

DeMoulas intended to use the store 
for storage. 

Pierce called the March 14 date 
“very ambitious,’’ and said that 
March 15 or 16 were not ruled out. 

He also said that the term for which 
the classes would be held at the 
church was indefinite. He did not rule 
out the possibility that classes might 
be held there until the end of the year. 

He said that the space would be 
leased from St. Thomas Church on a 
month-to-month basis, beginning 
March 19. 

The areas to be used, Pierce said, 
had been approved by the state for 
school use. He said that the fire 
department will also have to approve 
the layout of the facility, once the fur- 
niture is set up. 

Lunches will be served, he said, but 
that they would be prepared at other 
schools. Specialty services, would 
return, he said, such as art, music and 
physical education 

The teachers in the other schools 
have been told to say goodbye to their 
portable blackboards. 

He also said that kindergarten 
registration would not be held at St, 
Thomas. Parents wanting to register 
children for kindergarten could take 
them to other schools for registration. 

The repairs to the Glen Road 
School, Pierce said, would take a 
minimum of four weeks for the 
asbestés problem, and another four 
weeks for the fire damage. He'said 
that his schedule assumed that ‘the 
various contractors could all come 
together in their work, 

Pierce also said that vandalism at 
the Glen Road School has been a 
severe problem since the fire. 14 win- 
dows have been broken in that time. 

“My patience is wearing out on the 
destruction,” he said. He added that 
the town should be prepared to take 
some hard steps to curtail the 
damage. 

Pierce said that the state Depart- 
ment of Education was not happy with 
the double sessions, but that it was 
relieved that Wilmington was taking 
steps to end the double schedule as 
soon as possible. He estimated that 
by the time spent in double sessions 
would be only about 15 or 16 days. 

The superintendent said that he had 
not wanted to extend the length of the 
class days that the youngsters were 
attending, because of the early 
darkness and bad weather of 
February and March. Had the double 
sessions lasted into April, he would 
have then considered lengthening the 
day. 5 
During the double” sessions, the 
Wildwood School has been used mor- 
nings for Wildwood students and 
afternoons for Glen Road students. 
Glen Road Principal George Hesse 
spoke favorably of the experience. He 
said that academically, the students 
had hardly missed a beat. It’s been 
back to basics, Hesse said. ° 

He pointed out that some of the 
students in the two sessions are 
writing back and forth to each other. 

Hesse said that the Iowa test results 
would be interesting, in relation to 
whether the students had slipped 
academically 

One woman questioned why April 
vacation couldn't be used as class 
time. Pierce said that he thought it 
would be very difficult, since people 
have children in more than one school. 

Teachers also might have already 
made plans for the week, he said.

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Water Dept. toilet deadline set 


The Wilmington Water Department 
has received notice that there must be 
‘a new toilet system in Browns Cross- 
ing pumping station before April 19. 

A letter has been received by the 
Water Commissioners, saying that if 
this is not done ‘'failure will result in 
an order by this department."' The 
letter was signed by Gerald W 
McCall, acting Regional Environmen- 
tal Engineer, at the Tewksbury State 
Hospital. 

There are two toilets in the two 
buildings which make up the pumping 
station at Brown's Crossing. The 
oldest dates from 1923 and the second 
building was constructed a few years 


later. Both have been inspected many 
times by the Wilmington Department 
of Health, and at no time was 
anything found to be wrong 

The new state regulations say that 
no toilet may be within 250 feet of any 


well which provides fresh water 
because of potential pollution. This 
order covers not only the pumping sta- 
tion, but homes nearby 

Chairman George Allen of the 
Water Commissioners believes the 
department will install a “closed 
system," meaning that effluent will 
go into a steel tank from which it will 
be pumped at intervals. The alter- 
native, he says, is to put a sewer 
system on the old Lowell & Salem 
Railroad right-of-way, which means 
about 900 feet of piping. 

Acton and Chelmsford, who have 
received similar, orders, are installing 

incinerator" systems. 

‘The gas tank at the Brown's Cross- 
ing station will also have to go. There 
is a one thousand gallon tank. The gas 
is used to drive water department 
trucks. The system will probably be 
transferred to the highway depart- 
ment garage.

Will frosh have a full-time coach?

The Tewksbury School Committee 
Wednesday night voted to eliminate 
the position of a full time freshmen 
football coach, but varsity coach Bob 
Aylward is hoping that Athletic Direc- 
tor Michael Sullivan can persuade 
Supt. of schools John Wynn and 
the committee to reinstate the posi- 
tion when another vote is taken at the 
committee's next meeting March 21. 
Sullivan has written a letter to Wynn 

Neither Aylward or Sullivan was 
aware beforehand that the committee 
would vote to wipe out the $1200 a year 
position on the same night that coach 
John Donoghue submitted his resigna- 
tion after deciding to pursue his 
masters degree. 

Donoghue had coached the 
Tewksbury freshmen for two seasons 
and last year the team won the MVC 
frosh championship with a 9-0-0 
record. 

Sullivan, who attended the 
Tewksbury-South Boston hockey 
game at Babson College the night of 
the committee's decision, had told 
Aylward three weeks earlier that he 
didn’t think that the team would lose a 
full time frosh coach in favor of a 
member of Aylward’s varsity staff 
handling the duties on a part time 
basis. 

Tewksbury currently carries six 
coaches on its football staff,including 
freshmen assistant coach Ernie Light- 
foot. Lightfoot has handled his job on 
a part time basis for several seasons. 

‘The varsity has averaged 70 boys on 
its squad in recent years for an 
average of 14-15 boys per coach. If 
Tewksbury loses its full time frosh 
coach the number of boys per coach 
will be upped to 18-19. Merrimack 
Valley varsity football teams average 
eight coaches, according to a recent 
poll taken by Aylward.
